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TIGER-EYE AND ITS RELATION 
TO CROCIDOLITE ASBESTOS

It is natural, because of the association of Tiger-Eye 
with crocidolite, that the relationship should cause some 
interest, more especially now when crocidolite (Blue) as- 
bestos engages the lively attention of all those concerned 
in the production and utilization of this variety of fibre. 

The mineral known as Tiger-Eye is, as a commercial 
product, unaffected by the special interest in crocidolite 
today, simply because it is not a fibrous mineral like eroci- 
dolite which, of course, is a most valuable variety of am- 
phibole asbestos. 

This class of fibre, known commercially as ‘‘ Blue’’ as- 
bestos is becoming increasingly recognized as an essential 
type of natural fibre for the manufacture of numerous as- 
bestos products. Indeed, in certain spheres, the spotlight is 
on this variety because of its proved superiority as a nat- 
ural fibre in the many branches of industry. 

The different natural properties of crocidolite have 
proved its essentiality in the manufacture of many special 
asbestos products. Asbestos cement commodities are but 
one example of the vast and important field covered by 
this fibre. Its high tensile strength and the harsh texture 
of the fibre strands provide an unparalled advantage over 
all other varieties. In certain circumstances, as an insulat- 
ing medium, it holds an outstanding position, because of 
its powers of acid resistance and its proof against sea 
water and weathering. Last but not least, Blue asbestos is 
unequalled in its application in the chemical industry. Ae- 
tually, in this sphere, it is a vital ancillary and the most 
important compliment of all the materials used in the mul- 
tifarious branches of this industry. 

Crocidolite fibres possess so many valuable character- 
isties that its utilization extends into many more avenues 
of industry, far too many and too comprehensive to even 
touch on here, especially as the main object of this article 
is Tiger-Eye. 

The above remarks however, will show that Tiger-Eye, 
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although closely related to crocidolite, has nothing what- 
ever in common with it. First, it is non-fibrous and there- 
fore plays uo part in industry. The interesting aspect, how- 
ever, is the fact that it has figured as a gem stone in the 
world of lapidary and has taken its place among the best 
known precious stones in jewelers’ shops alongside other 
valuable forms of lapis. 

Originally, in its early development, Tiger-Eye was 
wrongly ealled crocidolite, a fact that has led to some con- 
fusion since it is a very much altered form both chemically 
and physically. 

Tiger-Eye is sometimes referred to as Cats-Eye, and 
very rarely there is a blue-ish variety which has_ been 
named Hawks-Eye. All of these names aptly describe the 
chatoyant effect of the polished stone that reflects a 
changeable and wavy lustre. In this state, it could not by 
any stretch of imagination be associated with crocidolite 
from which it was originally derived. 

The effect of polishing a piece of the crude rock re- 
sults in a most fascinating blending of brown, golden and 
yellow colors and tints with a shot-like sheen and brilliant 
lustre. 

It is not surprising really that selected pieces, having 
this chatoyant lustre were so highly prized by lapidarists 
as something entirely new in gem siones. Indeed, at one 
time, brooches and pendants and many trinkets were in 
popular demand and jewelers received constant orders for 
the latest ‘‘crocidolite’’ ornaments. Even now, it is said, 
that special pieces find favor as brooches in place of the 
old fashioned cameos. 

As already stated Tiger-Eye is an altered form of 
erocidolite ; actually it is derived directly from griqualan- 
dite which, in itself, is an altered form of crocidolite. Gri- 
qualandite, as the name implies, is commonly found as al- 
tered seams in the ecrocidolite deposits in the Griquiland 
areas of the North West Cape. It is a product that has re- 
sulted from ecrocidolite seams through the infiltration of 
siliceous hydration and other chemical adjustments. Physi- 
eally, griqualandite may occur as a soft yellow powder or 
in varying stages from soft to hard bands. As such its con- 
version follows the loss of bases and hydration of iron but 
allows it to retain a form of fibrous structure, but is brit-

tle. In this form the griquilandite is generally known as 
golden yellow seams, which is quite a descriptive term. 
When these seams assume a still greater hardness the con- 
version to Tiger-Eye bands is complete. 

The great variety and gradation of colors in the stone 
as already described are caused mainly by the iron in the 
rock. This is usually in a ferrous state as haematite or li- 
monite. If iron occurs in any.other form, as it sometimes 
does, the fine black cracks resulting therefrom, spoil the 
chatoyant effect of the stone when polished. 

The following comparative anlyses of a typical speci- 
men of Tiger-Eye and its original mineral forms, namely 
erocidolite and griqualandite, shows the low iron content 
of the Tiger-Eye:

Another obvious factor indicated by these analyses is 
the proponderance of quartz in the Tiger-Eye. Indeed the 
rock is characterized by alarge amount of infiltrated 
quartz. It appears that fibres penetrating quartz were 
changed to oxide of iron and in some eases the quartz con- 
tent is actually visible in erude specimens as_ acicular 
quartz indicating quite clearly its original fibrous origin. 

It is a curious thing that although ecrocidolite asbestos 
is fairly widely distributed, (The Distribution of Crocido- 
lite Asbestos, By the Author, S. A. Mining & Engineering 
JI. May 1956), the occurence of Tiger-Eye is actually 
confined to one area only, and this is in the Cape field, in 
which the asbestos formations extend along a strike of 
nearly 250 miles. It is in the southern end of this belt, at 
a place called Naaupoort, about 10 miles north of Niekerk- 
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IN CANADA: The Philip Carey Co., Ltd., 277 Duke Street, 
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shope, that genuine Tiger-Eye seams are found. Reports 
have been made from time to time of occurences in other 
parts of the field, but it is always found that the material 
is nothing more than golden seams of griqualandite, Pol- 
ishing the stone is the acid test. 


The deposits at Naaupoort, in which the Tiger-Eye 
seams occur, are typical of many other crocidolite forma- 
tions in this field. The flat dipping veins, set in three hori- 
zons in fairly regularly stratified ironstone beds, form a 
general high plateau-like terrain the mineralized veins be- 
ing exposed in eroded re-entrant valleys. These outcrops, 
running several thousand feet around the valleys, are 
characterized by sections of good quality blue fibre, alter- 
nated by zones in which the erocidolite veins consist main- 
ly of graqualandite, usually of the hard variety. In the 
harder silicified areas golden seams of griqualandite have 
been changed to Tiger-Eye. 

The relatively small tonnage that has been removed 
from these occurrences has made it unnecessary to carry 
out any extensive development and therefore the poten- 
tial reserve of the material is uncertain, but it may be 
quite considerable. This, however, remains to be proved. 
Similarly, the reason why Tiger-Eye seams should occur 
only in these deposits provides yet another field for re- 
search 

The original discovery of Tiger-Eye in the Naaupoort 
deposits is first recorded as being made by the early Cape 
traveler Klaproth in 1815, and while much interest was 
shown in the specimens recovered at that time, it was near- 
ly one hundred years later that a commercial interest was 
taken in the mineral. This was instituted by W. S. Wein- 
garten, a trader in the district who had, as a side line, 
taken a keen interest in the future development of the 
crocidolite (or Blue) asbestos, which was then being op- 
ened up in several areas in that neighborhood. 


Weingarten was the first man to mine and export 
Tiger-Eye for the making of jewelry and trinkets. The 
initial sales of the mineral as a gem stone, based on a unit 
price per carat, was a most profitable undertaking, until 
some avaricious rival spoiled the market by shipping truck- 
loads of the stuff to lapardarists at so much per ton.

Twenty-four per cent of all retail sales and 15.5 per 
cent of the retail sales firms in the United States are now 
automotive, according to the Automobile Manufacturers 
Association.

Half of the passenger cars in use in the 
country are 4-door sedans, but station 
wagons have doubled in number in the 
past year. 

Highway users paid 7.3 billion dollars in 
special vehicle taxes last year. Trucks paid 
nearly two billion dollars of this total, or 
as much as all passenger car, truck and bus 
users paid in 1945.

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ANNUAL DODGE SURVEY 


Next year will be the best business year in history, 
although inflation will account for much of the rise in 
dollar indicators of business activity. 


That is the collective opinion of 221 of the nation’s 
leading economists polled by F. W. Dodge Corporation in 
its annual survey of opinions on the economic outlook. 

According to an anlysis of the survey by Dodge vice 
president and economist George Cline Smith, the econo- 
mists are ‘‘unusually unanimous’’ in their belief that 1957 
business will be excellent and that no downturn is in sight, 


even though most of them do not expect sharp increases in 
the major economic indicators. 


The average forecast of the economists, Dr. Smith 
said, indicated that Gross National Product would reach 
an annual rate of $420 billion by the end of next year, as 
compared with the $408 billion rate for the third quarter 
of 1956. The economists expected personal incomes, prices 
and wage rates to rise moderately next year, with indus- 
trial production, business investment and construction ac- 
tivity remaining at about this year’s levels. 

Dr. Smith said that study of the forecasts, together 
with comments made by the economists on their question- 
naires, led to these three conclus‘ons: 


1. Business activity will set new records in 1957 in 
dollar terms, but this will be primarily the result 
of further shrinkage in the purchasing power of 
the dollar, rather than a real increase in output. 
2. The consumer and wholesale price indexes will con- 
tinue to rise moderately but definitely. 
3. The rise in prices will be primarily the result of 
wage increases. 
Judging from the comments, Dr. Smith said, few of 
the economists were inclined to feel that the outcome of the 


election would have any great effect on the immediate out- 
look for business.

GENERAL BUSINESS 





General business activity continues at a high level 
Steel production is in excess of 100% of theoretical eapac- 
ity and in view of the strong demand from producers of 
capital equipment and from contractors engaged in public 
and private construction will certainly continue at this 
rate for some time to come. 

Public acceptance of the new automobiles as evidenced 
by actual purchases remains to be determined. Credit will 
play a big part in this market and that for housing. It will 
probably be three or four months before a definite trend 
in these lines becomes clearly evident. 

The remainder of this year should certainly be good 
in most lines but there is some question as to how far into 
1957 the boom can continue at present levels. 

ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL. 


Production and shipments from the Canadian mines 
is running at almost an identical rate with 1955. 

There has been a slight pick-up in the output of some 
of the longer fibres, but this has been offset by a drop 
in the shorter grades due to strikes at the plants of major 
users. 

One point that should be called to the attention of all 
asbestos producers is the fact that there is ample supply 
of spinning fibre, with the exception of Crudes, and it 
would appear that this supply will be ample or even in 
excess of any foreseeable demand for the Asbestos Textile 
producers. 

Any plans which they may have for increasing their 
output or developing new uses can be pushed without fear 
of fibre shortage. 

All other grades from 3 Group down are in ample 
supply with good inventory positions.

Future construction contract awards in the 37 eastern 
states totaled $2,024,794,000 in September, a fraction of a 
percent below the corresponding month of last year, F. W. 
Dodge Corporation, construction news and marketing spec- 
ialists, reported today. 


According to Dodge Reports, the September awards 
<n the major construction categories showed gains or losses 
as follows: non-residential at $775,869,000, nine percent 
above September 1955; residential at $763,817,000, four 
percent above last year; and heavy engineering at $485,- 
108,000, down 18 percent. 

The cumulative contract awards for the first nine 
months of 1956 reached a new dollar volume record of 
$19,441,066,000, seven percent above the corresponding 
1955 period. 

The first nine months cumulative totals by the major 
eonstruction categories show: non-residential at $6,977,- 
670,000, up nine percent; residential at $8,094,637,000, up 
two percent; and heavy engineering at $4,368,759,000, up 
15 percent. These are also new dollar volume records. 

Mr. Thomas S. Holden, vice chairman of the board 
for F. W. Dodge Corporation, made the following com- 
ments : 


*“Tt is to be noted that the moderate increases recorded 
for dollar volume of residential building contracts, both in 
the month of September and in the nine-month period, 
were accompanied by decreases in numbers of dwelling 
units and in new residential floor space. The recent trend 
to larger and higher priced units was accelerated by the 
housing credit squeeze of recent months; the squeeze hav- 
ing pressed down with particular foree on the low-priced 
units.’’

The annual report of Dominion Asbestos Mines states that 
the company has surrendered its holdings in Ham Township to 
National Gypsum Company in return for a release from all lia- 
bility to that firm which held a mortgage against the assets. 

Holdings consisted of an asbestos property, a 2,000-ton per 
day mill, all other buildings, machinery and equipment. L. Pan- 
cer, President, says every effort was made to avoid the loss by 
selling the property and equipment for a price over and above 
the amount owing on the mortgage. The 5% first mortgage 
bond, due October 28, 1955, together with interest amounted to 
$420,367. Total cost of the property with deferred development 
and administrative expenses was $4,688,480. Actual loss to the 
company after deducting the amount of the mortgage came to 
$4,268,113. 

Mr. Pancer says the company is now free to seek out and 
develop worthwhile mining properties for minerals other than 
asbestos. The company holds three groups of claims in the 
Normetal - Duvan area, Northwestern Quebec. Since the com- 
pany is no longer interested in asbestos, the name is being 
changed to Daine Mining Corporation, and work is being under- 
taken on its three holdings.

Asbestos is considered the most important nonmetallic min- 
eral in Finland, where numerous small deposits of anthophyl- 
lite asbestos are found. Early in 1955, a deposit of good-quality 
chrysotile asbestos was found in the Nattastunturi area in Fin- 
nish Lapland. In mid-1955, a geological study of this find was 
made by the Suomen Mineraali Oy (company) in collaboration 
with the Government Institute of Geological Research, but no 
further information on the new deposit was released. 

Anthophyllite asbestos is mined at Paakkila in the commune 
of Tuusniemi, where both underground and _ surface mining 
methods are used, aand analjacimi it the commune of Kuus- 
physical properties the anthophyllite asbestos is recovered in 
short fibres; few long fibres are produced domestically. 

A new milling plant at Paakila, where both underground 
and surface mining methods also are used, is expected to in- 
crease the output of crude asbestos stone at this mine to about 
12,000 metric tons a year. 

The Suomen Mineraali Oy (company), established in 1917, 
which owns both mines as well as a nonmetallic mineral grind- 
ing, washing, and refining mill at Tapanila, 12 kilometers from 
Helsinki, uses asbestos to produce asbestos board, ground min- 
erals insulation materials, and asbestos yarn. 

In 1954 the output of asbestos manufacturers totaled 1,184 
tons of fibre and 5,940 tons of ground asbestos. A further con- 
version of these materials yielded; 1,628 tons of asbestos board; 
4,155 tons of insulation compounds; 135 tons of asbestos yarn 
and packings; and 534,000 square meters of asbestos-cement 
board. (Mineral Trade Notes Mar. 1956).
